AKLAND, CAL. May 23.— 
| Jumping ahead in spectacu- 
lar fashion during April, the Du- 
rant line showed a tremendous in- 
crease in sales and popularity; a 
68 per cent. gain over April, 1927, 
was registered in California sales;

About two years ago a lobby 
began working in Washington, at first tentatively, then 
more boldly as it was found that obtaining private grants 
for toll roads and toll bridges was not difficult. As a matter 
of fact it has become one of the easiest forms of legislation 
to get through Congress and obtaia the President’s signa- 
ture, sharing that honor with old age pensions and similar 
pills. 

Turning over our roads to private exploitation at this 
stage of the game is unthinkable. In pioneer days, with no 
money available for road development, there was some slight 
excuse for the practice. Later on it proved to be vicious, 
even under those circumstances. Today it is a crime. The 
states are able to build their own road system. The Federal 
government is aiding in the work. Our highway develop- 
ment is at last on a stable and well considered basis. This 
sudden reappearance of the toll road graft is a sinister and 
unsettling factor in the situation. 

The American Association of State Highway Officials, 
the United States Bureau of Public Roads, the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce and other organizations 
are getting together for a fight on this ancient form of graft 
that has come to life in our own day. Their campaign de- 


serves the unqualified support of every one interested in 
any branch of the automotive business. 
Write your congressman and senators today and tell 


them that you disapprove of any further extension of the 


toll road and toll bridge idea.

HICAGO, May 23.—New truck 
registrations in Cook county 
showed a decline from last year 
for the first four months of 1928. 
There was a difference of 327 in 
the red for this year, the total 
figures having been 3,308 for the 
first third of 1927 and 2,981 for 
the same period of 1928. 

January proved the most success- 
ful truck month this year with 885 
registrations, there having been 781 
in February, 676 in March and 635 
last month. The only period of ain 
so far this year was March, the 
comparative figures having been 676 
for this year and 604 for 1927. 

Truck distributors and dealers 
here, however, are inclined to be- 
lieve that the margin of loss will 
be- overcome before the end of the 
year. Indications point to a better 
May and June, as selling conditions 
were materially hampered during 
March and April by weather fluc- 
tuations. 

Chevrolet had 923 registrations for 
the four months, easily leading in 
the light truck field, International 


being next with 295. Ford had a 
total of 116 but did not make a 
dent in the market until April, 


having 98 for last month. Trucks 
are now coming through from the 
assembly stations and Ford may be 
regarded as a formidable com- 
petitor from now on. 

Graham Brothers led the class 
for two tons and under with a total 
of 291. It is interesting to note that 
Graham had led in this division for 
each consecutive month since the 
turn of the year with 101 in Jan- 
uary, 102 in February, 47 in March 
and 41 in April. 

_ Diamond T was the only other 
line to score over the two century 
mark. The Chicago-made product 
listed 232 with 84 in January, 68 in 
February, 53 in March and 27 in 
April. 

Diamond T, with the introduction 
of its light model the first of the 
year, entered a field that yielded 
good returns to the company from 
the start. It is reported that the 
factory is behind on orders for the 
new product. 

Mack had the best showing in the 
heavy duty field, there having been 
130 registrations, with 47 in Janu- 
ary, 33 in February, 26 in March and 
24 in April.

A. A. A. Finds 95% 
Of Car Headlights 
Wrongly Adjusted 


“pecial from A. D. N. Washington Bureaa 
Washington, May 23.—Ninety- 
| five per cent. of the motor ve- 
hicles in operation in the United 
States are equipped with improp- 
erly adjusted headlights, the 
American Automobile Association 
announced today in connection 
with its campaign for testing of 
lights. 

The association claims that va- 
rious tests in scattered parts of the 
country indicate that motor car 
owners are careless of this feature 
of safety or are not familiar with 
head-lighting. 

Some of the tests upon which the 
A. A. A. bases its estimates of de- 
ficient headlights are as follows:—— 

Tests in the District of Columbia 
showed that lights on only 237 cars 
out of 4,591 examined complied with 
the law, and were correctly ad- 
justed. 

The United States Bureau of 
Standards found that only twenty- 
two out of 400 cars tested had prop- 
er lights. 

In Norfolk, Va., only six out of 
3,000 cars tested had lights com- 
plying with safety regulations 

At Scranton, Pa., the Lackawan- 
na Motor Club found only fourteen 
opt of 400 cars tested to have 
safety lights.” 

In a certain Eastern city the traf- 
fic bureau, co-operating with the 
A. A. A. club, found only 124 out of 
5.071 cars tested to have properly 
adjusted lights.

sonal let-up generally expected at 
this time of year. 

This is especially true of the steel 
industry, which is almost being 
maintained at present by automo- 
tive orders, the bottom having | 
dropped out of the general steel | 
market, according to local trade ob- | 
servers. 

Furthermore, although much of 
the business which is maintaining 
the activity of local automotive | 
plants comes from the Ford Motor | 
Company and Chevrolet Motor 
Company, orders still are coming in 
good volume from other automobile 
companies. 

Instances of the abnormal activ- | 
ity of Cleveland plants on automo- 
tive orders, as revealed by the sur- 
vey, include these:— 

National Acme Company is run- 
ning night and day on 3,000-a-day 

* production of shock absorbers for 
Ford. This, with other large orders 
now being executed by the company, 
has enabled it to turn the corner, | 
and operations have been notably 
prosperous since the company’s 
manufacturing activities have been | 
concéntrated in plants at Cleve- 
land and Windsor, Vt. 

Three of the Cleveland motor 

manufacturing companies — White 
Motor Company, Jordan Motor Car 
‘Company and Peerless Motor Car 
Corporation—are enjoying active 
business. The White plant is busy 
with a general run of orders, 
though one of its best lines now is| 
the new six-wheel truck, designed 
for heavy loads. The pickup in 
Jordan business. follows the advent 
of the new Cross-Country six and 
financial direction by Edward Ver 
Linden and Murray Body Company 
executives. The hand of Edward S 
Jordan, president, is also being felt 
in’ sales, to which he is now enabled 
to devote much of his time. The} 
pickup in Peerless business follows 
the election of an _ all-Cleveland 
board and dissipation of doubt over 
the company's future policies, under 
the firm direction of Leon R. Ger- 
man, the new president. 

Local steel plants are also feeling 
the business boom, notably Otis 
Steel Company, which is operating
